Each chapter is d iv id ed In to 
smaller portion s, called v erses by uou- 
Moslems, but in Arabic kn own as 
“ayat,” sign s or won d ers. 
The en tire 
book again is d iv id ed in to six ty equal 
portion s, called “ahzab,” each subd i­ 
v id ed in to four equal parts, or In to 
thirty parts called “ajza,” each con sist­ 
in g of two “ahzab.” an d again d iv id ed 
in to four. 
All the chapters ex cept the 
n in th begin with the bismillah, “In 
the n ame of the most merciful God .” i 
Twen ty-n in e begin with certain letters 
of the alphabet, wUcK are believ ed to 
be the peculiar marks of the Koran j 
an d to con ceal sev eral profoun d mys­ 
teries, the un d erstan d in g of which, the 
more In telligen t con fess, has n ot been 
commun icated 
to an y mortal, their 
prophet on ly ex cepted . 
Accord in g to Moslem trad ition , the 
Archan gel Gabriel paid 24,000 v isits 
to earth while rev ealin g to Mohammed 
the wishes of the Creator. 
Some few 
chapters were d eliv ered en tire, but the 
greater part was rev ealed piecemeal 
an d w ritten d own at the prophet’s d ic­ 
tation by ZahL his secretary. The first 
rev elation . It Is gen erally agreed , con ­ 
tain ed tbe first fiv e v erses of the n in e­ 
ty-six th sura. 
After the passages had 
been w ritten d own they were published 
to the prophet’s followers, sev eral of 
whom took copies, while most learn ed 
them by heart, an d the origin al* were 
then placed In a chest in n o particular 
ord er. 
For this reason it is un certain 
when jn an y of the passages were re­ 
v ealed . 
Abu Bekr, Mohammed ’s first succes­ 
sor, collected the origin als, which were 
on palm leav es an d skin s, an d had 
copies mad e by Zaid from the d ictation 
of those who had committed the pas­ 
sages to memory. 
He further placed 
the suras in the ord er still followed 
puttin g the lon gest at the head of the 
list without regard to historical se­ 
quen ce. 
Some time later Osman had 
the Koran copied in the Quraish d la 
lect an d suppressed the v ersion s mad e 
by Abu Bekr.—Chicago News.

What the Parish Needed. 
An excellent example of the humor of 
parish b eadles Is related b y the Rev.
